ber, in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty-three, 

; being the first session of the twentieth General Assembly, held 
i under the Constitution of the State of Tennessee. 


On which day, being that appointed by the constitution of the 
State of Tennessee, for the meeting of the General-./ssembly, 
the following named members appeared, produced their creden- 
tials and took their seats; the several oaths required by the Con- 
stitution being administered by his honor, Edward Scott; one of

Genilemen of the Senate;— 


For the honor which you have been pleased to confer upon 
me, I tender you my sincere thanks. In conferring upon me the 
honor of being your presiding officer, you have also thrown upon 
me duties both arduous and difficult; duties, which I cannot flatter 
myself I can be able to discharge at all times to your satisfaction, 
did Tnotrely confidently upon your generous support. 

Should your Speaker, at any time find it his duty to check or 
control intemperance or wanderings in debate, your justice will, I 
hope, aseribe to him no other motive than the public good, and a 
desire to preserve the dignity of the Senate. I now, gentlemen, 
ran myself upon your kind indulgence, and again tender you my 
thanks. 

After which, the Senate proceeded to the choice of a Clerk,— 
when on collecting and counting the ballots upon the second ballot- 
ting. it appeared that William K. Hill was duly elected. 

‘he Senate next proceeded to the choice of an assistant Clerk, 
and upon an examination of the ballotsit appeared that Luke Lea, 
Jr. was duly elected. : 

Whereupon, an cath of office was administered to the said clerk 
and assistant clerk, by Robert Weakley, Esq. an acting Justice of 
the peace for Davidson county. 

Hugh T. Blevins was then elected Doorkeeper, who was ibere- 
upon ordered to give his attendance aceordingly. 

Mr Wyly submitted the following Resolution, which was adopt- 
ed. 

Resolved, That the rules of the last session for the government 
of the Senate, be in force and use until altered or amended. 

Mr Smith submitted the following: 

Resolved, That a select committee be appointed to contract for 
job printing for the use of the Senate, 


Mr Vernon the following: 

Resolved, ‘That a joint select committee be appointed to wait on 
his excellency, the Governor, and inform him that a quorum of both” 
branches of the general Assembly have convened, and are ready | 
to receive any communication he may have to make them. 

And then the Senate adjourned.

REPORT. 


Bank of the State of ae eis 
Naghville, Sept. 16th, 4833. 


To the honorable the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee;— 

In compliance with the act of the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee, establishing said Bank, the President and Di- 
rectors respectfully present to your honorable body an exhibit of 
the present state and condition of the institution. 2. 

Statement A. exhibits the condition of the principal Bank’at 
Nashville. 

Statement B. exhibits the amount of the school fund in Middle 
and West Tennessee, shewing the amount severally paid to each 
county, the amount apportioned to each, and the amounts due from 
each county to the Bank, so far as settlements have been made— 
No additional apportionment has been made since the last session of 
the Legislature. 

Statement C. exhibits the amount of Internal Improyement 
funds yet remaining in Bank. It will appear that this apportion- 
ment of the Internal Improvrment money has been made ona basis 
of free white inhabitants. Some errors: have been made, which 
cannot be corrected without the aid of the legislature. 

The act of last session, providing that the sum of thirty thpu- 
lsand dollars, set apart and appropriated to the purposes of Inter- 

jaa Improvement in the severai counties lying west. of ‘Tennessee 
river, should be equally divided among said counties without regard 
to population, was not passed until several payments had been 
| made under the previous law. ‘The section, being embodied in an 
act relating to Caney Fork, &e. it escaped the observation of the 
Cashier until it was too late to conform to its provisions. 
In making the original apportionment, the counties of Lawrence 
and Wayne are erroneously included with the Western District 
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counties. Middle Tennessee, has ‘therefore $3,626 69 more, and 
ihe Western District that much, Jessy than her due’ proportion. , 

Statement D. exhibits the amount of the Academy fund yet due 
ihe several counties in Middle and West Tennessee. 

Statement E. shews the condition of the Branch Bank at Knox- 
ville. 

All‘the real estate belonging to, the Bank, except the Banking 
house and lot in ‘Nashville, a tract of land in Dyer county, a small 
tract in Franklin county, and a house and lot in Sparta, has been’ 
sold on a ċredit of one, two and three’ ‘years from the 20th of May 
1333, for the sum total of $45,014 014. 

The suits against Joel Parrish Esq. the late Cashier and his 
securities, remain undetermined.

GENTLEMEN :—There are but few of the Agencies in this end of 
the State that have entirely closed up their business and settled 
with the Bank, yet they have all made considerable progress, as I | 
am advised, and will, during the next.season, be able to make a fi- 
nal settlement. In those counties that were provided for by special 
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aet of Assembly at the last session, the Clerks and Treasurers of 
the Board of Common School Commissioners have all come for- 
ward and given bond and security as‘the law directs, except the 
county of Sevier; in that county a special Agent has been appointed 
to close the business, which he thinks can be done in a few months, 
without using oppressive means with the debtors. In those coun- 
ties in East 'Tennessee where there is school land, nothing has been 
done as yet to ascertain the amount, and consequently nothing can 
be done to close the Agencies finally, until that is known. . 
We have good reason to hope, that in winding up the concerns of 
the Bank in this end of the State, but few losses will be sustained, 
and these of no great magnitude. With but few exceptions, the 
Agents in East Tennessee have acted with strict integrity, and have 
managed their Agencies, with a view only to the interest of the In- 
stitution. i

office of Chief -Magistrate of the State, I should do injustice to the 
feelings by which Lam animated, ifI were to omit the expression 
of my most profound gratitude, for this renewed evidence of their 
confidence and kindness. > ! 

At yhe receni election it appears that a majority of the people 
decided in favor of a Cnovention. This circumttance will, as I con- 
ceive, render it iuexpedient for me at this time to present for your - 
consideration many subjects, which otherwise would have high 
elaims upon your attention. The adoption of a new Constitution 
may and doubtless will, change the fundamental principles of our 
government; and all general laws ought to be founded upon, and 
controlled by its provisions. . It will, however, be ineumbent on 
you to provide by law for the election of the members of the Con- 
vention, and to fix.the period.at whieh they aretoassemble. In the 
discharge of this duty, regard will doubiless be had. to the true 
construction of the third section of the tenth article of the Constitu: | 
tion on this subject. ; _ 

In compliance with a resolution of the General Assembly, pas- 
sed the 19th of December, 1834, in relation to a part of the south- 


~ern boundary of this State, 1 wrote to the Governor of Mississippi, 


line upon the thirty-fifth degree of north latitude as ascertained by 
the commissioners of the two-States. In reply to my eommunica- 
tion, he informed me, that he had-no authority-to act on the subject, 
and requested that I would delay proceeding on the part- of Ten- 
nessee, until the meet‘ng of their Legislature, when he had no 
doubt Mississippi would promptly comply with our wishes. , Hav- 
ing a desire that a matter of so much consequence should be ami- 
eably and jointly settled by the parties concerned, I conceived it 
proper to comply with hisrequest. I regret, however, to say, that 
I have not been favored with any information from the Executive 
on the subject: but I have been unofficially informed that no steps 
were taken by Mississippi to unite with this State in the settlement 
of the matter. As no reasonable cause ‘appeared to exist for fur- 
ther delay, [appointed Mr. John Thompson, late Professor of Math- 
ematics in the University of Nashville, commissioner to run and 
mark the line on behalf of this State. This duty hehas performed, 
and I shall be enabled to lay his report before you in a few days.—

by gentlemen of science and experience, at the earnest and repeat- 
ed request of Mississippi, no possible difficulty can hereafter arise 
as to our right of jurisdiction to the line recently run by our com- 
missioner. But our right to the soil in satisfaction of land war- 
rants, is thought by many to be of a more questionable character. 
By the treaty of the 19th of October, 1818, the Chickasaw Indians 
ceded to the United States all the lands lying North of the south 
boundary of the state of Tennessee, beginning on the Tennessee 
river where itis crossed by the thirty-fifth degree of north latitude, 
thence due west with said degree of North latitude to where it cuts 
the Mississippi river at or near the Chickasaw Bluffs. This line 
was run by the United States in 1819, but owing tothe want of sei- 
entific attainments on the part of the Commissioner, who was una- 
ble to adjust with sufficient precision the variations of the needle, 
the execution of the work was veryinaccurate. Still, however, it 
has heen acquiesced in, and acted upon by us for many years; it is 
therefore worthy of consideration whether those circumstances 
lessen our claim to the right of soil for the satisfaction of land war- 
rants. This subject claims a more particular attention at this time 
from the fact that the Chickasaws have recently made a treaty, by 
which they have ceded to the United States all the balance of their 
country, stipulating that the lands are to be sold for their benefit, 
after being surveyed under the authority and at the experise of the 
general government. The Surveyor General, I am informed, has 
been instructed by the Commissioner of the General Land Office, to > 
base his surveys on the old line, and thus a claim adverse fo ours is 
presented, in the adjustment of which, it is hopeda regard will be 
had alike to the amicable relations which should always subsist be- 
tween us and the United States, and to that justice which is ever 
due to ourselves. 

The views which I entertain in relation to the Penitentiary sys- 
tem, have been so repeatedly expressed, that it would appear to be 
almost useless to say any thing on the subject now. It may not be 
amiss, however, to make a few remarksin relation to its practical 
operations in ourownState. One of theleading objects whichthesound 
statesman and patriot haveever had in view in the formation of acriminal 
code, has been to produce reformation in the convict. It may then be. 
an object of enquiry how far this end has been attained in our own 
prison. Ifthe conduct and declarations of those who are suffering 
the penalties of the violated laws of the country be evidence of reform, 
the end has been attained to a considerable extent. A large number 
of them have manifested the deepest contrition for the errors of their 
past lives, and an anxious concern for their future happiness. About 
twenty have professed religion, and with the exception of a few, their 
attention to religious worship, Sabbath Schools and the rules of the 
prison, gives the most flattering proof of the sincerity of their profes- 
sions. It is to be regretted, however, that there are a few, upon whose 
obdurate hearts no good or permanent impression appears to have been 
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made, But if their reform be impracticable, society will at least be 
secure against their depredations during their confinement. In a per 
cuniary point of view,the practical operations of the institution are 
also highly importante During the first two years after the Peniten- 
tiary commenced business,. the convicts were so much employed in 
building shops, finishing cells, and in othernecessary labor for-the pris- 
on, that a precise estimate could not be made on this point. ‘Enough, 
however, has been ascertained to prove incontestibly, that’ sixty or 
seventy convicts well employed, will at least. defray all the expences 
of the prison. The present year opened favorably. For several 
months the prisoners labored profitably, and enjoyed good health, but 
on the second-of June, the Cholera commenced its dreadful ravages 
amongst them. Its progress was so rapid that in a few days labor was. 
entirely suspended, and the number of those who were attacked was 
so great that the keeper, guards and the few convicts who were still 
in the enjoyment of health, were wholly insufficient to perform the 
last offices.to the dead, and to give that attention to the living which 
was thought necessary for their comfort and preservation. In this 
distressing condition of things humanity required of the guardians 
of the institution promptness and energy. Additional medieal aid, 
was obtained, nurses were employed, and whatever the physieians re- 
quired for the benefit of the sick was immediately procured. The 
disease however was unabated in its fury for almost a month, within / 
which period nineteen of the convicts became its victims, and of eigh- ` 
ty-three then in prison, not one escaped the disease, and even now 
some of them have not. fully recovered their former strength and ac- 
tion- . 
It cannot be otherwise than gratifying to the friends and relatives of 
the unfortunate inmates of the prison to learn, that the physicians, 
keepers and guards, discharged their duty in a manner deserving of 
the highest commendation. There was a zeal and devotion on their 
part in ameliorating the distresses of the sick, which is rarely exceed- 
ed in the chamber of those who are surrounded by their own house- 
hold- l 

Notwithstanding the wisdom of the penitentiary systém as afford-. 
ing the best security for apportioning punishment to crime, yet expe- 
rience has proved that our criminal law is in some respects defective. 
It provides that the imprisonment for petit larceny shall not be less 
than twelve months, and it is rare that Jurors fix upon a longer period. 
The consequence is that the prisoner is wholly incapable of acquiring 
useful knowledge in any branch of mechanical business in so short , 
a time, and he is necessarily a heavy burthen to the institution. 

The individual who is so depraved as to be guilty of the crime of 
petit larceny, would not be restrained by moral considerations from 
the commission of crimes which by law are punished by a much long- 
er period of confinement. e 

I would therefore, respectfully recommend that the law in relation 
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ty petit larceny be sd changed, asto ntdke the shortest period of iri 
prisonment at least two years.  — > el ee eee 
- The Bank of the State-was ‘established: by -the Legislature “in :the 
year 1820 under .the delusive hope that it ‘would relieve ‘the peoplé 
from the pecuniary embarrassments by which they were then oppressi 
ed. To enable the institution té accomplish the objeét which ‘its 
founders had in view, all the monies arising from the Sale of Hiwasseé. 
lands—the revenue of the State, andthe public faith were pledged for 
the redemption of its notes. The amount received from the sale‘of 
Hiwassee lands at different periods was upwards of five hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Had this sum been judiciously managed, the principal 
and interest at this time would have been little if any thing short, of a 
million of dollars. Unfortunately, however the law establishing ‘the 
bank required that a branch should be located in each county, and the 
consequence was that a large amount has been totally lost by an un- 
faithful discharge of publie duty onthe partof the agents. A consid- 
erable loss has also been sustained by the default of the officers ‘of the 
principal bank at Nashville. ‘These circumstances taken in connexion 
with the fact, that the General Assembly has from time ‘to time appro- 
priated all the available funds of the institution to the use of common 
schools ‘and internal improvements, make it proper that the business 
of the bank should be closed with as little delay as possible, and this 
ean be effected at a much less annual expense than has hitherto attended 
its operations. In order to accomplish the object proposed with as lit- 
tle delay as possible, it would seem proper that a competent person 
should be immediately appointed to visit the agencies in the different 
counties, with authority to make a final settlement with the-ageénts, 
and to compromise on the best terms that can be had with those who 
are found to be in default. I deem it not amiss here to remark that it 
ought to be deeply impressed on the mind of every individual in the 
community, that the establishment of banks for the purpose of’ reliev- 
ing the people from pecuniary distress, is in most casés ruinous to those 
who avail themselves of such relief. Temporary benefit may-be affor- 
ded, and the evil day put off, but the debtaccumulates and in the end 
ruin is generally-the consequence. Banks are useful as affording faċil- 
ities for the transmission of money from one section of the eountry to 
another, and may occasionally render important services to mérchants 
and others engaged in active business. But the prudent farmer knows 
from experience that however industrious he may be, he cannot from 
the proceeds of his labor pay six per cent on borrowed money. His - 
success depends mainly on industry, economy and the manufacture of 
most articles necessary for domestic consumption in his‘own house. . If 
he cannot grow rich by a course of this kind he ‘may at least be inde- 
pendent and happy. l pa

Opinion 
which I enterfain in’ relation to the expediency. ót increasing the lia- 
bilities of thé State:’, The charter contains so many advantages, that 
if the institution is judiciously managed, it cannot fail to be profitable 
to'the stockholders and the State. But past experience has’proyed 
that banks in the Western country have generally had a disastrous ter- 
mination; and we have no certain reason to expect that they will be 
more successfully managed in future than heretofore. We know that 
those who have ‘the management of monied institutions are generally 
disposed to extend their business so as to meet not only the real but 
Supposed’ wants of the community, and the consequence ‘is that in nu- 
merous instances, an inability is thereby created to meet their engage- 
ments. If then, the Union Bank, from any cause, at a future period,. 
should be obliged to suspend the payment of its notes in specie, the 
State acting in good faith as it must ever do, would be compelled to pay 
an annual interest of twenty-five thousand dollars on the bonds already. 
sold, and possibly have to pay the bonds or a part of them as they be- 
come due. This would impose atax upon the-industry of the people, 
which they would be very unwilling’ to bear, and which ought to he 
prevented by all the means in our power.—But in.addition to this, itis 
unwise policy in a State to borrow money to loan to its citizens, or in 
any way to become their creditor. The’French Broad and Holston 
claim—the Hiwassee debt and the debt due to the State Bank and its 
branches, have produced so much difficulty that we should carefully 
avoid an augmentation of the liability of the people to the State.— 
The expense of legislating upon petitions for relief in relation to the 
two first claims mentioned, has been greater than the balance now due. 
With this view of the subject, I earnestly hope that you will not au- 
thorize a subscription for any additional stock. : 
_ Tt isto be regretted that the repose of the Union has been slightly 
disturbed within the last year by the disaffection of one of the States. 
The principle has been contended for”that a single member of the 
Confederacy has a right to make void an act of Congress, and secede 
from the Union. I am gratified, however, with the opportunity of 
being able to inform you, that I have received resolutions from nearly 
all the other States disapprobating in the strongest terms this new doc- 
trine, and expressing a warm and sincere attachment to the principles 
of the General Government. The Union was formed in a spirit of 
compromise and forbearance, and that the same spirit may continue‘to 
sustain itagainst every attack, through along succession of ages must 
be the wish of every patriot:and lover of peaceand tranquillity. ~- 
It has been recently communicated to me, that a respectable ‘portion 
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of.our citizers residing in the counties bordering on the Cherokee 
Nation are desirous that the laws of the State should be extended over 
the Indians within our limits: and in compliance with their wishes, I 
-have thought it to be my duty to present the subject for your conside- 
ration. > 

As the act of Congress of eighteen hundred and two; only extends 
tothe ‘regulating of trade and intercourse with the Indians,” it is 
thought questionable whether any authority exists to punish crimes, 
committed within that portion of our State to which the Indian title 
has not been extinguished; nor is it believed that there is authority to 
enforce civil contracts. If this view of the subject be correct, it seems 
tome that the power of the State to pass laws for the punishment of 
crimes committed within its limits, or to coerce the payment of debts, 
cannot be well doubted. In acting upon this subject, I am persuaded 
you will pursue that course which will best comport with the. rights 
and interests of the parties concerned.

‘He shall rise to put a question, but may state 
it sitting ; questions shall be distinetly putin this form, to wit: As 
many as are of the opinion that (as the question may be,) will say 
“aye,” and after the affirmative voice is expressed, as many as are 
of a contrary opinion, say “no” ; if the speaker doubt, or a division 
be called for by two members, the House shall divide, thosé voting 
in the aflirmative shall first rise, and afterwards those in the nega- 
tive. All committees shall be appointed by the speaker, ‘unless 
otherwise ordered by the Senate, in which case they shall be ap- 
pointed by ballot. , 

2p: ‘In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the lob- 
by, the speaker or chairman of the Committee of the Whole shall 
have-power to order the same to be cleared. i 

3p. The Senate shall be deemed in session when the speaker 
takes the chair; and if at any time there be not a quorum, the mem- 
bers present may take such course-as they may deem adyisable, to 
secure the atiendance of absent members. = 
_ ayn: If the speaker at any time be absent at the hour to which 
the Senate may have adjourned, they may call any member to the 
chair, who shall preside until the speaker arrives. The speaker 
may at any time call any member to the chair, who shall preside 
until the speaker resumes his seat, or until the Senate shall have 
adjourned. 


DECORUM AND ORDER IN DEBATE. 


5rH. When any member is about to speak or present any matier 
to the Senate, he shall -rise from his seat uncovered, and address 
himself to “Mr Speaker,” or ‘Mr Chairman,” as the case may be, 
and await the notice of the speaker or chairman. The member 
rising first shall be entitled to the floor ; and if two or. more rise at 
the same tinie to address ihe chair, the speaker or chairman shall 
determine who is entitled to the floor. If any member,when speak-

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without debate. -If there be no appeal, the decision of the chair 
shall besubmitted to. If the decision be in favor of the member 
called to order, he shall he at liberty to proceed ; if otherwise, and 
the case should require it, he shall be liable tothe censure of the 
Senate. . . O 

6TH. No member shall speak more than twice on the same sub- 
ject without leave of the Senate, nor more than once until every 
member choosing to speak shall have spoken. T 

7rH. While the speaker is putting the question, no member shall 
walk out, or otherwise disturb the Senate. When a member is 
speaking all private discourse is forbidden, and no one shall pass 
between him and the chair. 

StH. No member shall vote in any question in which he is per- 
sonally interested. Nomember shall vote on any question when he 
was not within the bar at the time the question was put, without 
leave of the Senate : nor shall any member be permitted to vote af- 
ter the decision of the chair has been announced. Every member 
who shall be inthe Senate when the question is pút, shall vote: un- 
less exeused by the Senate or forbid by the Rules. 

9TH. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by 
the speaker, or being in writing it shall be handed to the speaker, 
and read by the clerk. Every motion shall be reduced te writing, 
if the speaker or any member require it. 

40TH. After a motion is stated by the speaker, or read by the 
clerk, it may be withdrawn by the mover before. a decision or 
amendment, unless otherwise ordered by the Sénate. No amend- 
ment shall be allowed to a bill foreign to its subject matter.

REPORT. 

The Committee on Banks, to whom was referred the ‘Answer of 
the President and Directors of the Union Bank, toa Resolution of 
the General Assembly of the 27th September, 1833,” ask leave to 
report, 

"hat the resolution above referred to, calle upon the geas of 
the Union, Bank for their construction of the.7 h section of the act 
‘of incorporation. 

.This information was, supposed to be necessary, in consequence of 
an impression that prevailed among the members of the legislature, 
that the bank.intended to appropriate to its own use, for a number 
of years, the dividends which might acerue upon the stock owned _ 
by the’State in that institution.- 

- By the answer of the president ‘to that rada; it will be per- 

ceived that the bank not-only intends to withhold the dividends on 

the stock; but, also refuses ‘to pay to the State the banus agsend te 
ate 
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be piven as a ċonsideration for.their charter; ard also the interest 

on the public deposites; upon the alleged ground that the State had; 

by the charter, invested these several sources of revenue asa sink- 

ing fund to pay the bonds of the State, and had created the Bank : 
their trustee to carry this intention into effect. = 

Your committee, thinking it possible that some clause in the act 
of incorporation, making this disposition of these funds, might have 
escaped their notice, have with great care examined the charter; 
and not finding therein a single syllable to justify this construction, 
turned with some curiosity to the answer of the president, to disco- 
ver by what process of reasoning the officers of the bank had ar~ 
rived at this singular conclusion. 

The argument commences with a labored effort to prove, that if 
the bank had a right to retain the dividends, they had an’ equal 
right to retain also the bonus and the interest on deposites: and this 
important conclusion depending entirely on the grammatical con- 
struction of the sentence, the legislature is favored with an elabo- 
rate dissertation on the effect of the conjunction and, and the dif- 
ference in meaning between the adverbs: also and likewise. The 
committee do-not believe this- position of the bank to be tenable; 
but unwilling to waste the time of the legislature in a discussion of 
the powers of conjunctions and adverbs, they will for the present, 
take it for granted, that (in the language- of the answer) ‘all the 
finds mentioned ‘in this discussion and embraced in the section re- 
ferred to, are placed in the same (awkward) predicament.” 

. “The question then recurs, has this fund been directed by the le- 
gislature to be placed upon deposite in the Bank, as it may aceumu- 
late, to constitute a sinking fand, to extinguish the bonds of the 
State?” To this simple question, we answer unequivocally. NO; 
and deny that the 7th section of the act, either directly or indirect- 
ly authorizes any such construction. But, not willing to imitate 
the bank directors in substituting assertion for argument, let us 
minutely examine this controverted section: Ii isin these words, 
“Be it enacted, that the profits which may arise from the stock 
owned by the State in the Union bank of the State of Tennessee, 
after the bonds.of the State shall have been paid, and also the bonus 
agreed to be paid by the bank to the State for the privileges con- 
ferred by this charter, and also the interest. which may from time 
to time accrue, upon the deposites of public money, by the treasur- 
ers of the State, shall be and they are hereby fappropriated to the 
usé of common schools in this State.” Now, does this section con- 
tain any contract between the State and the bank?—is there any a- 
greement onthe part of the State, to allow these funds to remain in 
the bank on deposite? If this section was stricken out of the char- 
4 would the bank thereby be deprived of any of its corporate 
rights? i =s 

Tt is enacted that the profits which may arise from the `stoek 
owned by the State inthe Union bank of the State of Tennessee be 
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appropriated to the use of common schools and the cabalistic words 
‘after the bonds of ihe State shall have been paid,” merely. indiy 
cate the time when, the appropriation shall take’ effect. It is an 
appropriation depending on a contingency, and that contingency is 
the payment of the bonds. When the bonds are paid, then, and 
not till then, have the common schools a right to claim these divi- 
dends. But what disposition is made of these funds in the long in- 
terval between granting the charter and the payment of the Bonds? 
We séarch this section in vain for any indication of the intentions 
of the legislature on this subject, and must conclude. that the State 
has.the same rightas any otherstockholder, to receive its dividends 
and appropriate. them. according to its own diseretion. Suppose 
that an individual of great wealth and credit, but not in the imme- 
diaté possession of funds, had been desirous of purchasing Stock 
in the Union Bank; and, the officers of thatinstitution, knowing that 
his paper would command the cash in any of our commercial-cities, 
had agreed to take his bonds payable in ten years, in full satisfac- 
tion for the stock; and suppose, . that this individual actuated by 
charitable motives, had made a donation to the University of Nash- 
ville, of the dividends on this stock, to take effect at the expiration 
often years: Would any man in his senses, contend that this indi- 
vidual had not the unlimited control of the dividends, until the time 
had arrived, which he had himself limited as the period when his 
charitable intensions should be consummated? And in what does 
this supposed case differ from the ene under -consideration. ‘The 
legislature appropriates the profits which may arise fromthe stock 
owned by the State in the Union Bank, to the use of Common 
Schools; but for good and sufficient reasons, determines that the 
donation ‘shall not take effect, unti] a certain event takes place; up- 
on the happining, however, of which, the gift becomes absolute: 
now, because the legislature has not thought proper to publish to 
the world, the reasons which influenced them to retain the author- 
ty over these funds until the bonds of the state should be paid; is 
it to be inferred from thence, that the Union Bank was constituted 
the guardian of-the state during that interval? If such be the 
fact, the legislature of 1832, were remiss in their duty, in not ex- 
acting ample security for the faithful and judicious execution of 
this important trust. Suppose that theseventh section was striek- 
en from the charter; and the provisions of that section embodied in 
-a separate act; would it then have occurred to the mind of any. rea- 
sonable and disinterested nan, that the bank had a right to make 
use of the funds of the state, for its own preft for the term of thir- 
ty years? Ánd if ihe words of the section, do not, by any fair 
construction, give to the bank this advantage over the state; can 
the mere circumstance, that the appropriation for the use: af 
schools happens to be included in a -section of the bank charter, 
alter the signification of those words, or give a different’ consiruc- 
tion to the language? If no appropriation at all had been made, 
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woul not the state hare been entitled to the dividends?—how then 
ean an appropriation, to take effect thirty years hence, affect the right 
of the state to enjoy them' previous to that time. It is difficult to 
reason upon a self-evident proposition, and the committee are 
aware that in laboring this point, some danger is incurred of ren- 
dering that obscure, which to them appears clear and indisputable: 
but a proper respect for the opinion of the President and Direc- 
tors of the bank made it necessary to examine the subject, and 
every examination they have made, confirms them more strongly 
in the opinion, that, by the seventh section of their charter, the 
bank has no claim either in law or equity to the control of these funds. 

But it seems that the bank does not found the- authority to re- 
tain the dividends, solely upon their own construction of the se- 
venth section, but rely for support upon an opinion said to have 
been expressed by certain member's of the Legislature at the close 
of the last session. 

The Committee are not disposed to speak lightly of the intelli- 
gence of their predecessors in the legislature; yet it might not be 
prudent to place implicit reliance on their opinion; for they are 
satisfied by long experience, that néither legislators nor bank di- 
rectors are uniformly selected on account of ihe extent of their 
information, or the clearness of their intellect. The right to ‘re- 
tain the property of the state, must be sought for in the act of in- 
corporation, and not in the journals of the legislature. 

„Another reason which seems to have great weight with the offi- 
cers of the Bank, in satisfying their minds of the propriety of ap- 

ropriating the funds of the state to theirown emolument, is to be 

ound in the circumstance, that no express provision is made inthe 
charter for the redemption of the bonds, or for the payment of the 
Interest. aS : : 

‘We trust that the Bank does not mean to callin question either 
the ability or inclination of the state of Tennessee honorably to 
discharge all its obligations; having accepted the charter, the stock- 
holders must rest satisfied with its provisions: if doubts were’ enter- 
tained of the solvency or the honor of the state, the charter 
should have been rejected, it is now too late:to demand security. 

But these implied imputations upon the honesty or the intelli- 
gence of the legislature of 1832, are without foundation. The 
charter of the Union Bank is so liberal in its provisions, that with 
discreet management, the profiis to the stockholders must necessa- 
rily be large; and we presume that it never occurred to the legis- 
lature, that the dividens on the stock would prove insufficient. to 
pay the interest on the bonds. In regard to the redemption of the 

onds, about which so much anxiety is manifested by the bank, it 
is true that no provision is made in the, charter of the Union 
Bank. But does it follow.from.thence, that the state is negligent 
of its interest, or careless of its honor? Are not the. representa- 
tives of the people competent to manage the concerns with which

they are entrusted? -And will they submit to the officious interfer- 
ence or arrogant dictation of a:corporation created by themselves? 

The stock owned by the State in the Union Bank, ought always 
to be sufficient to pay the debt created by its purchase; but, if that 
stock should be reduced below par by-the, bad management of the . 
directors, (an event which they seem confidently to anticipate) the 
holders of the bonds need entertain no apprehensions, that the State 
of Tennessee will neglect or refuse to comply with its obligations, 
because. the fund set apart for that purpose has been squandered by 
the imprudence or negligence of the officers: of the bank.. The 
committee will now dismiss this branch of the subject; a sense of 
self-respect forbidding any notice of. the declamatory portion of the 
answer; farther than to observe, that it appears to them both mis- 
placed and indecorous. > . >, i 

The president and directors, having satisfied themselves that “‘by 
the strictest rules of honesty and propriety” they have the author- 
ity to retain these funds—next proceed to. demonstrate that they 
are constrained to doso, by the sacred obligation of duty to the 
State, ‘to the individual stockholders and to the purchasers of the 
State bonds. The idea that the Union Bank is the natural guardian 
of the honor aud interest of the State of Tennessee, is too ridicu- 
lous to require serious refutation; and would be passed over without 
notice, as.an innocent effusion of vanity, but that the error, if per- 
sisted in, may be productive of serious consequences. The com- 
mittee still indulge the hope, that it will be found on examination 
that the directors appointed by the Governor. have performed.their 
duty in defending the interest of the State against the rapacity of 
the representatives of the individual stockholders; this was an im- 
portant duty, and ought not to have been neglected by them: the 
honor of the State is in safe keeping, and-requires not the interven- 
tion of the Bank; and it only provokes a smile, when the officers of 
that institution offer to interpose themselves as a shield, to protect 
the legislature from the indignation ofthe people. With all due de- 
ference to the president and directors ofthe Union Bank of the State 
of ‘Tennessee, the General Assembly begs leave to decline their 
kind interposition. - oe 

But the diffusive philanthropy of the bank directors, extends it- 
self'also'to the common schools; and they next appear in the char- 
acter of trustees to that institution. © -> . 

Your committee have not been able to discover by what act of the 
legislature this trust was created; but taking it for granted, that 
the. bank would not assume this responsibility without authority, it 
may not be amiss to examine, if the trust has so far been faithfully 
executed. - i . 

The bank assumes it for granted, that the dividends on the State 
stock, the bonus and the interest on deposites are all placed under ~ 
the superintendence of their president and directors, for the pur- 
pose of accumulating for thirty years: at the expiration of which 
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time, if the stock of the bank-is depreciated in value, the deficiency 
is to be supplied from this accumulated fund, and-the balance deli- 
vered oyer to the common sehoels. Now, as honest trustees, what 
- would be their duty? -Ought they not, as these funds come into 
their possession, toinvést, them ‘in some stock, bearing interest?— 
And if they fail to do so, will they not justly incur the imputation 
of being faithless agents? From the restless anxiety manifested. by 
the bank upon this subject, had not the legislature a right to con- 
elude that the apprehensions evinced by its offieers, that these funds 
would be squandered by improvident legislation, were real and not 
feigned? Judge then of the surprise of the cominittee, when they 
discovered that the bank intended to use these-funds for the profit 
of the individual stockholders; and that:all this apparent solicitude 
in the cause of education had its foundation in interested motives. ` 
This language may.at first seem harsh, but we think the committee 
will be sustained in using it, when we examine the next reason as- 
signed by the president for withholding the dividends. . 

The officers of the bank say that they conceive it to be their duty 
to deny to the State the profits on their own stock, because ‘‘it was 
the understanding of stockholders when they subseribed, that any 
profits that might be made on those funds, whilst they remained in 
.bank, would, in part, go to individual stockholders,-and would neu- 
tralize the oppressive tax of ten thousand dollars per annum.” — 
That is to say (in plain English) that having agreed to pay the State 
a bonus of $10,000, in consideration of the extraordinary privile- 
ges eonferred by this charter; they would now relieve themselves 
from the oppression of this tax, voluntarily incurred, by robbing 
the school fund of a like or larger sum. 

Sueh conduet between individuals would be stigmatized as frau- 
dulent, and can only be explained, in the present instance, by the 
well established fact, that corporators in their aggregate capacity, 
will, upon their joint responsibility, frequently commit acts, which 
as individuals, they.would blush to justify. The committee cannot 
believe that the stockholders in the Union Bank, even if disappoint- 
ed inthejr reasonable expectations of profit from the steck, would 
desire to increase that profit by requiring their directors to prac- 
tice injustice, more particularly, when the effecis of that injustice 
will be sustained by the common schools, m whose welfare so lively 
an interest is manifested: But to relieve the morbid sensibility of 
the bank on this subject, the committee will now say, that they 
shall recommend to the Legislature the passage of a law, creating 
a sinking fund, whieh shall in reality, and not in appearance.only, 
accumulate a sum of money sufficient to pay the debt of the State, 
and to provide amply for the extension of the common school sys- 
fem of education. But it seems that the bank has sold the State 
bonds, and having endorsed them to the purchasers, has thereby 
` become liable to pay the principal and interest as they respectively 
fall due; and having incurred this liability, they claim the right to 
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withhold the property of the State, upon the presumption that the 
legislature might fail to raise the neccessary.funds to meet the debt;’” 
and as the state cannot be coerced ina court, of law to performits . 
obligations, the bank thinks it prudent to provide a timely remedy 
against the anticipated ill-faith ofthe legislature. go ee * 

Passing by these and all similar imputations against the character 
of the-State, as unworthy of notice; the commistee will merely say 
in reply, that in accepting the eharter, the bank agreed to take the 
bonds of the State in full payment for the stock; and if they have’ 
now become distrustful, either of the honor of the Stath, or its a- 
bility tomect its engagements, itis- too late to demand seeurity.— 
Upon the sale of the bonds, the bank,has realized an immense pro- 
fit; and if for the sake of that profit, they have incurred the liabili- 
ty of paying the interest asit becomes due, with what face can-they 
retain the premium, and ask for indemnity against the risk they 
have voluntarily incurred?- ` - ` 

But “in the third and last piace, the directors owe it to the hold- 
ers of the State bonds-to-vesist the withdrawal of these funds from 
the ‘bank.” . And for what reason? -Why, forsooth, because the 
bonds of the State were sold weder a full examination of the char- 
ter, and with particular reference ‘to-‘the seventh section by the 
President and the honorable gentleman: who purchased.” Now, 
suppose, what might very readily; happen, that both the-President 
of the-bank and the purchaser of the serip, should be mistaken in 
the proper -construetion of the law; is the State'to be held ‘respon- 
sible for their imistakes?—We have no doubt-that the bonds were 
sold under this construction of this charter, although we-are in- 
formed in the‘first page of the answer, “that the officers of the 
bank haye- not as yet had oceasion;to give any official construction 
to the section referred to-in the resêlution:” but by what principle 
of justice is the State to be considered liable for the ill-consequen- 
ces that ‘may arise from the misapprehension of the President of 
the Bank? And if “the purchasers of the bonds have advanced 
their money with-this understanding,” - and “have been deceived, 
very much to their injury;” common sense, aswell as ‘good faith 
and honesty” would seem to require that redress should be sought 
from the party practising the deception, and instead of holding the 
State answerable for the misconceptions of the president and direc- 
tors of the bank, that that. portion of the prite should be refunded, 
which had been obtained by an unauthorised and mistaken construc- 
tion of the séventh section of the charter. ~ 

‘The commiteee trust that the legislature is now satisfied, that 

the claim advanced by the bank, is-sustained neither by law nor 
equity—and for the purpose of obtaining a -judicial decision-in a 
matter in which the interests of the State are deeply involved, 
and for the further purpose of making a safe and profitable invest- 
ment-of these funds, after they shall have been: wrested from the 
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grasp of the Bank; the commilice recommend the passagé ‘of the 
accompanying bill- — <e , | 


The foregoing report was submitted by Mr. Littlefield one of the 
committee, which, after due deliberation was ordered to be adopt- 
ed as the'report of said committee on the answer of the president 
of the Unicon Bank of Tennessee to a resolytion adopted by this 
General Assembly, calling upon them for their construction upon 
the 7th section of the act of incorporation of said Bank. .' 

This committee aware of the jealously with which the commu- 
nity looks upon all banking institutions, and more especially those 
where the peopie’s money is invested in the name and upon the 
credit of the state, through the legislature, have endeavored to 
give this subject a-cool and dispassionate deliberation, with an eye 
single to the character and standing of the state, and without: re- 
gard to the individual profits of the stockholders. 

In all monied institutions where the Legislature has thought pro- 
per to createa fund for the use and benefit of the state, the people 
are more or less concerned, and havea right to require of the le- 
vislature such information, in relation to these institutions, as will 
enable them not only to understand, at least some -of the mest 
prominent features, and ihe course pursued by such institutions, 
but toinform them by way of report or otherwise, how they are to be 
benefited, so far as ihe state is interested, in their financial affairs 
upon the happening of certain provisions in the charter—-upon 
what terms and in what way the state is bound for the redemption 
of the bonds, obligation, &c.—and:what she has received in consid- 
eration of the privileges thus granted to such corporations. 

In this bank the stockholders are not the only persons benefited 
by the institution on the seore of actual profits, but the legislature 
has made the state a stockholder, and it isfor them-to look tothe 
interest of the state and the benefit of the people to an extent par- 
amount to their interest in the bank. From the liberal provisions 
extended to the stockholders in the charter of said bank, connected 
with the interest of the state, itis but justice that the state should 
be represented to the extent of-her capital vested, and that neither 
the state or the bank should attempt an exercise of power beyond 
the limitsof their respective interests, and whenever that is at- 
tempted, the agrieved party should assert its rights before the pro- 
per tribunal. In addition to this, it must be ackowledged that the 
credit and character of the bank depend greatly upon the manage- 
ment and a proper consiruction given to the privileges extended in 
the charter, which on all hands, seems to be admitted, is the most 
liberal hitherto known to the people of this country, and with pro- 
per management will answer the most sanguine expectation of it 
supporters. ý 

Your committee, with due "respect to the opinion of the bank 
officers, regret exceedingly to come in collision with them in the 
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construction of said 7th section of the act of incorporation, but so 
long as this question | remains unsettled, there cannot be that har- 
mony.existing between the Bank and the Legislature which’ is ne- 
cessary for their-co-operation in the management of the institution, 
and therefore have provided for the adjustment of this’ question 
before a- judicial tribunal of the country, in a bill accompanying 


this. report.

Received from his Excellency William Carroll the following 
communication by Samuel G. Smith Esq. Secretaryof State : 
Fellow Citizens of the Senate, and of the 

House of Representatiaes : i 

Herewith you will receive the report of the commissioners ap- 
pointed at the latest session to superintend the erection of a Lunatio 
Hospital in the vicinity of this place, from which it will appear, 
that an additional appropriation of ten thousand dollars will be re- 
quited to complete the buildings now in progress, and to inclose the 
Hospital grounds with a suitable fence ; in providing a place of se- 
curity for those whose derangement. of mind renders it unsafe to 
permit them to have free intercourse with society, the legislature 
are entitled to the warmest approbation of their constituents; and 
although it may not be convenient at this time to appropriate a suf- 
ficient sum to complete the buildings which the commissioners are 
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erecting, still enough may be done io prepare a part of them for 
the reception of the unfortunate, To effect this noble purpose, I 
would respectfully recommend the appropriation of the amount 
realized from the bequest of the late Mason Lee to this State, 
which (aJl expenses deducted) amounts to six thousand and eighty 
dollars. Itis true that not quitefour thousand dollars has yet been 
collected, but the balance is in good notes, and will I have no doubt, 
be paid. I know of no object to which this fund can be more ap- 
propriately- applied, nòr one better calculated to perpetuate ihe 
memory of him by whom it was bequeathed.

To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 

The undersigned commissioners appointed by the General As- 
sembly at their last session to superintend the erection of a lunatic 
hospital in the vicinity of Nashville, have now the honor to report 
that in the discharge of their duty, they purchased a site of nine 
acres about three quarters of a mile south of the court house, up- 
on which to erect the buildings. On examining the law they found 
ihemselyes somewhat at a Joss as to. how they should proceed.— 
Ten thousand dollars was appropriated, of which twenty five hun- 
dred had been paid for the site, leaving a balance of only seven 
thousand five hundred dollars; and the law required that the edifice 
should be sufficiently large to accommodate two hundred inmates. 
Not doubting but that it was the intention of the legislature to make 
additional appropriations to complete the humane object which 
they had in view, the undersigned entered into a contract with Mr 
David Morrison for the erection of buildings of the following di- 
mensions, viz: two hundred and twelve feet front, and an average 
width of fifty two feet; the centre is three stories high, and thé 
whole edifice contains ninety four comfortable rooms of good size. 
Mr Morrison is only bound by his contract to inclose the building, 
for which heis to receive ten thousand dollars, being twenty five 
hundred dollars more ihan has been appropriated to complete the 
buildings now in progress in a proper manner; and to inclose all 
the ground with a suitable fence will require a further appropria- 
tion of ten thousand dollars. If this amount cannot now be appro- 
priated, a much less sum will be sufficiént to prepare a part of the 
building for the reception of the unfortunate. l ; 

The undersigned beg leave io requesi that your honorable body 
will at some convenient time visit the buildings now in progress, 
with a view that you may be able to form a correct judgment of 
their suitableness for the great object intended by the law. . 

The nnmber of human beings in the State whose unfortunate 
condition requires a confinement in a hospital, is much greater than 
would be supposed by those who have not inquired into the subject.

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Mr Moore from the select committee on the southeru bountary 
and the unappropriated lands, made.the following reports > - 

The committee, to-°whom was referred so much of the Govern 
or’s Message, as relates to the Southern boundary of the State, and - 
the unappropriated land, have taken these subjects into considera- 
tion, and beg leave to report, > 

That from allthe documentary evidence that they ean have, 
ihat the 35th degree of North latitude is the true Southern bounda- 
ry of the State of Tennessee. It is also the designated Northern 
boundary of the State of Mississippi; and to. ascertain the point on’ 
the Mississippi river where the 35th degree of north latitude cross- 
es the same, has-been a matter of considerable importance, both 
to the State of Mississippi and the State of Tennessee. Your com- 
mittee have examined the official executive correspondence be- 
tween the Governor’s of the two States on that subjeet. They 
have also acopy of a resolution, which was adopted by the legisla- 
ture of the State of Mississippi, on the 16th of December, 4830; 
requiring the Governor of that State, to employ a suitable person 
to ascertain where the 35th degree of North latitude crossed the 
Mississippi river, preparatory to establishing the line betweea that 
State and the State of Tennessce. f 

In compliance with the above resolution, His Excellency the Go- 
vernor of Mississippi, did appoint a mathematician, Major Hol- 
brook, on the part of that State, from whose observations it appears 
from the Executive correspondence, thé 35th degree of north lati- 
tude is 377 yards farther south, than appears from the report of 
ihe mathematician on the part of the State of Tennessee ; howev- 
er, a mean between the two was adopted. Your committee have 
examined the reportof Mr John Thompson, Professor of Mathe- 
matics, who was appointed by the governor of this state, in compli- 
ance with a resolution of the general assembly, passed the 19th 
day of December, 1834, to run and mark the line on behalf of this 
State And from the great pains and labor whieh the said John 
Thompson (commissioner on the part of the state of Tennessee) 
has bestowed in ascertaining the exact place where the 35th degree 
of north latitude crosses the Mississippi. ° Your Committee would 
recommend the adoption and confirmation of the line as run and 
marked by the said John Thompson to be the true south boundary 
line of the state of Tennessee. The length of the line between 
the Mississippi and the Tennessee river is'444 miles 2660 feet.— 
Containing between Winchester’s line and Thompson’s line 245,- 
927 acres of land. 

It may not be amiss to State, that the longitudge where the line 
crosses the Mississippi river, is 89 degrees 49 minutes 23 seconds 
West from Greenwich. à 

Your Committee would recommend the adoption of Thompson’s 
line ; also the extension Of the lines which divide the counties:-of 

Hardin, MeNairy, Hardeman, Fayette,’ and’ Shelby, to the trae 
BP Senate 
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line ; which is defined by the Legislature of North Carolina, 1783, 
in enlarging lier bounds to the west, she establishes the south west 
eorner on the Mississippi river, at the 35th degree of north lati- 
tude : theuce due east to the-Apalachian Mountains. On the 4th 
of September, 1843, the 35th degree of North latitude was estab- 
lished as the dividing line between the states of North Carolina 
and South Carolina. Your committee find in all the compacts. 
treaties, and conventions, that bas any reference to ihe southern 
boundary of, the State of Tennessee, that the 55th degree of north 
latitude is her true southern boundary. qa 

‘It is also the duty of the committee to report on the vacant and 
unappropriated lands, and in order to bring that subject fairly he -. 
fore the legislature, we have examined the compact agreement en- 
tered into by the state of North Carolina, in the year 1782, with 
the officers and soldiers of the Continental line, promising each in; 
dividual who was in service (for their signal bravery and persever- 
ing zeal,) a tract of land, and that North Carolina in the year 4789, 
conveyed her western lands to the Uited States, which was ratified 
on the 25th of February, 1790, with the express understanding, 
that all the lands laid off and to be laid off, was to be subject to the 
satisfaction of the claims of the officers and soldiers of the revolu- 
tion. The Congress of the United States, by an act, passed on the 
48th day of April, in the year 1806, authorised the State of Ten- 
nessee to issue grants and perfect titles norih and east of the reser- 
vation line. This act was ratified and confirmed by Tennessee in 
September, of the same year after it was passed, dnd provisions 
made to carry the same into effect. Tennessee kept her offices open 
and continued to perfect titles so long as the owners of warrants 
could find Jand that was worth appropriating, or upon which they 
were willing to sink their claims. And still it was ascertained that 
a large portion was yet unsatisfied. Congress in the year 4818, 
after the Indian title had been extinguished to the country south 
and west of the reservation line, authorised the balance of the 
claims to be satisfied in that section of country, and authorised Ten- 
nessee to perfect titles there, as she had done, under the act of 1806, 
north and east of the line. 

In the year 1849, Tennessee opened an office for the adjudica- 
tion of North Carolina land claims, and provided to perfect titles 
south and west of the reservation line, and limited the time for fil- 
ing claims for adjudication. And im the year 1824, the Legislature 
gave notice that her offices for receiving entries, should be closed 
on the first, Monday in May, 1823. But, finding that there was 
still remaining some claims that were bona fide and ought to be sat- 
isfied; ‘the legislature ‘of 1823, extended the time for adjudication 
and making entries until the first day of June, 1825; at which 
time she declared her offices to be forever closed. Since that pe- 
riod. the Legislature has opened her offices, and kept them open up 
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to the present time ; and, it appears from the report of the Secre- 
tary of State, that a large number of claims are yet unsatisfied: 

As Tennessee is bound in good faith to satisfy the North’ Caroh- 
na land warrants, and by the act of Congress of 1848, fully atitho- 
rized to locate them within the chartered limits of the state, south 
and west of the congressional line, there can be no doubt ‘of the 
power and expediency of appropriating the land for that purpose. 
The question may arise as to the expediency or propriety-of ‘Tocat- 
ing the unsatisfied land claims on that part of the land ‘which’ lies 
between what is called Winchester’s line and Thompson’s line. 

Your Committee are of opinion that the first named line should 
form no barrier from all the privileges of the state to the last nam- 
ed line, as the first (though inaccurately run,) was intended, and 
authorised to be run precisely with the latter, as will be seen by re- 
ference to the treaty ‘with the Chickasaw Indians, dated: the 49th 
of October, 1848. ‘They then ceded to the United States, ‘all their 
land north of the southern boundary line of the State of Tenressee, 
which was the 35th degree of north latitude ; and at this point" the 
mathematician was directed to run the line. p A ac oe 

Your Committee are of opinion that a mere Topographical er- 
ror, cannot in any way change the right of soil, or jurisdiction of a 
State, when properly corrected, which’ we believe hds beén doné. 
And as itis all important that the bona fide land claims should-be 
speedily satisfied, and believing as we do, that the Congress of the 
United State, will immediately thereafter, relinquish to the State 
of Tennessee all her right of soil within the chartered limits of the 
State; in the event of which, Tennessee will be enabled to decom- 
modate the occupant, and many others of her citizens (who are 
poor and now tenants at will,) with a comfortable ard permanent 
home on favorable terms; thereby increase the funds of the State, 
not only from the sale of land, but from the taxes arising from the 
same, which would add to the facilities of: education and such 
other objects as may be best qualified’ to promote the best inter- 
est-of the State. ° ; i 
'- Your Committee think it unnecessary to argue the prpriety of 
establishing the line as run by Mr Thompson on the 55th degree of 
north latitude, as well as to extend the county lines to the same, as 
both are subjects self evident. . 

We would respectfully submit the foregoing to the consideration 
of the Senate, and to carry the same into effect, we would beg 
leave to report by bill eS

Mr Littlefield from the select committee on the state of the Union 
made the following report, to wit : 

The select committee to whom was referred that part of Gov- 
ernor’s Message, which treats of the vight claimed by’a single 
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member of this confederacy to make void an act of Congress and ië 
secede from the Union, have given to the subject that serious con- 
sideration which its importance demands. 

Fervently attached to the union of thestates, and deeply impress- 
ed with the conviction, that, that Union can only be perpetuated by 
the moral force of public opinion, Tennessee, has for several years 
beheld with much anxiety and alarm, ihe jealousy and discontent, 
which pervaded the southern portion of this confederacy: And itis 
subject of deep regret, that within the last year, one of these 
United States has attempted to annul certain acis of congress, and 
has threatened to secede from the Union, unless the general gov- ' 
ernment should submit to her dictation and defer the execution of 
these obnoxious laws. 

On the subject of nullification as defined by South Carolina, the 
opinions of ‘Tennessee cannot be mistaken.—Itis true that this her- 
esy has been advocated by a few of our politicians, but, publie opin- 
ion on this subject isso indignant and overwhelming, that they have 
generally made haste to sign their recantation, or have disavowed 
the natural and obvious construction of their own language. 

In regard to the right of astate to secede fromthe union, and the 
obligation of the otherstates peaceably to acquiesce in the decision, 
there is still less diversity of opinion.—The ultimate right of rey- 
olution, we should be the last to deny; but for Constitutional seces- 
sion we find no warrant in the great charter of our liberties, and all 
unite in opinion that a severance of this Union, can only be effected 
by the hand of violence. 

But while we explicitly deny the right of any Siate or combina- 
tion of States to annul an act of Congress, and frankly avow the 
belief that the supreme court of the United States is the sole and 
proper arbiter to decide on every disputed case which may arise 
under the constitution, we cannot refrain from expressing our opi- 
nion that the tariff laws complained of by South Carolina are par- 
tial in their operation, oppressive to the planting States and repug- 
nant to the spirit of the constitution. —Had it been intended by the 
framers of that instrument to give to the gcvernment of the Unit- 
ed States the right of fostering the manufacturing interest, by 
bounties levied upon the other classes of society, that power would 
have occupied a pre-eminent place in the list of enumerated powers; 
instead of which, iis advocates are compelled to resort to implica- 
tion and inference to justify its exercise. But altho’ we believe 
that South Carolina in common with the other southern States has 
been seriously injured by this evasion of the constitution; altho’ her 
remonstrances have been treated with neglect and her complaints 
with contumely; yet we must deplore and condemn the rash mode 
of obtaining redress which she has adopted. Better, far better 
would it have been, patiently to have submitted to the acknowledg- 
ed oppression of which she complained, than, by a resort to such 
despcrate remedies to put at hazard that Union, upon the perma- 
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nence of which depends our prosperity ‘as a natton, and the fife 
_of rational liberty throughout the world. But at the same timg 
that we avow our warm attachment to the Union, ‘and our deter- 
minationto maintain. itat every hazard, we are not prepared to deny 
the right of state interposition, when-it is obvious that the ‘general 
government is infringing the rights or encroaching upon ‘the pre- 
rogatives, reserved by the states to themselves or the people :—~on 
the contrary we are of opinion that, in case of a deliberate, palpa- 
ble and dangerous exercise of other powers not granted by thë 
constitution, itis not only ‘the right; ‘but the bounden duty of the 
aggrieved states’“‘to interpose for arresting the evil,” not however, 
by annulling the laws complained of, -still less by seceding from the 
Union :"but by consultation ‘with the other etates; by appeals to 
their reagon‘and ‘their sympathies; by earnest remonstrances to 
Congréss and by instructions to’our representatives to endeavor to 
obtain thie répeal of these laws, or, at least a suspension of their 
exeréise, until the doubtful power can be. confirmed or denied by g- 
méndment’to thé constitution. | a 
_ Believing the above to be a fair exposition of the feelings and 
opinions of 2 great majority -of the citizens of Tennesseé, yeur 
cominittee recommend the “adoption of the following Resolves, 
Viz: 7

lected, apportioned for the support of education. 

‘In making an estimate of the probable losses, the committee: 
wish it expressly understood, that they are not willing to relinquish 
any part of the demand upon the defaulters, or even relax in a vi- 
gorous prosecution of the claims. But in order that the people of 
the state may not be deceived as to the amount of funds to be here- 
afier realized in closing the business, it is their duty to express in 
eandour the opinion formed upon the. best information they have 
been able to obtain. The securities of the late cashier, or at Jeast 
some of them. are not only solvent but wealthy. H their ability to 
pay the amount of the defalcation was the only enquiry necessary 
to. be instituted, no doubt could be entertained as to the safety of the 
debt. The great length of time which has elapsed since the instruc- 
tions were given to commenee the suit, and the many difficulties 
that will arise in adjusting an account calling in question almost 
every act of the officer during the whole administration of the bank, 
will at least justify placing it under the head of doubfful debts.— 
The losses on real estate have been ascertained by taking the pre- 
sent value of the property-from the original cost- All the other 
items put down among the probable losses are considered smalk 
when taking into view that a large amount of the business is con- 
stituted of ansettled and disputed accounts whieh have been post- 
poned by reason of the difficulties-presented in making settlement. 

The committee do not conceive that the present debtors to the 
Bank have any claims upon the state for further indulgence, but 
the solvency of the debts in many cases, and the certainty of eol- 
lections may depend in a great degree upon the judgment and skil- 
ful management. of whoever may have it in charge; much there- 
fore, must be confided toa sound diseretion and thorough knowledge 
of the :whole.eoncern in order to close it with the least passible loss 
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to: the State. It appears from the foregoing statément. that the 
amouut of eash on hand, after deducting the amount of individual 
‘deposits and notes in circulation, will be $7,526 16, this sum added 
to the funds in the United States Bank $34,828 60, will make $39,- 
354 76, which taken from $195,743 52, will leave a balance of 
"$156,388 76 of the funds already appropriated, which demand 
upon the business can only be paid from time to time, as collections 
‘are made, and consequently. sucha large-sum cannot be met for a 
-eousiderable time to come. With this view of the subject the com- 
‘mittee do not consider it proper to recommend a further apportion- 
ment of the funds. a 
The annual expense incurred for attending to the business of the 
bank, as at present organized, is estimated at about'$7,100, a sum 
too large. to justify a continuance for the small amount of interest 
-eolleeted; and as it is contemplated to finally close the concern, 
your committee recommend that the offices of. president, directors 
and cashier be abolished, and a competent agent appointed to .col- 
Ject the:debts and settle up the business. Such a measure will eur- 
tail the expense, and confine the accountability to a single individu- 
‘al, whe will be responsible to the State for a speedy and advanta- 
-geous setilement of the whole concern. For: this purpose your 
committee have already reported a bill embracing suitable provi- 
sions. which is now under consideration, and which they recom-

‘legislature again in the character of a Bank, your committee consi- 
der it proper to enquire what profits the state has derived from the 
funds employed in its operations. It appears that the whole of the 
interest or profits from the commencement of the business amount 
to $341,639 62, and that the expenses are $153,884 26. Tiiis, last 
‘sum taken from the former, will leave a balance of $487,755 36, 
which does not exceed two per cent per annum on the eapilal. If 
the’ losses upon closing the business should equal the estimate, it 
will, within a small fraction, amount to the whole of the ‘interest. 

Independent of the unproductive employment of the funds. it has 
been a perplexing subject of Jegislatian, attended with great ex- 
pense tothe state. But your committee are of opinion the evils 
produced by this institution do not .end here. The complicated 
nature of the system had in its operations, scattered the funds 
throughout the state, beyond the control of the parent bank, and-a 
majority of the debtors were unable to refund the money without 
imminent pecuniary embarrassment. In this embarrassed condi- 
tion the legislature provided that the principal part of the funds 
should be apportioned to the several counties, and employed for the 
laudable purpose of education, in support of common schools.— 
Under all the circumstances attending it, probably this was the best 
disposition that could be made, but it results in an establishment in 
each county in the form of a Bank, not for commercial purposes,

"That Tennessee possesses natural advantages equal to those of 
any other State—its present unpropitious condition is solely attri- 
butable to “the defective policy by which it is governed.”’.. "This 
depression consists in ihe wantof good marts of traffic, and the 
means of cheap transportation. ` If facilities existed for the trans- 
‘portation ef the produce of the laborer ‘with cheapness and expe- 
dition to the markets whére it is in demand,” adequate motives 
would thus be furnished to excite agricultural industry. It would 
give employment to mechanical aris—a spring to mercantile adyven- 
ture—ecapiial would be- produced—enterprise encouraged—new 
sources of wealth discovered—manufactures would be prosecuted 
with increasing ability—-“‘agriculture would ke enriching the soil 
atthe moment when it gathers the rewards of industry’ —wealth 


would be acquired and diffused throughout our State—a fund pro-- 


‘duced by which the system of common schools could be effectually 
prosecuted, by which the minds of our youth could be enriched with. 


a knowledge of the arts and sciences, whereby the blessings of our : 


eivil-and religious liberties would be understood and perpetuated— 
the governmentof this State enabled to erect beneficent institutions 
for the removal and mitigation of human woe, and for the promo- 
tion of human happiness. Such blessings have invariably flowed 
from the establishment of a permanent system of internal improve- 
ments in every country pursuing that policy. 

Without referring, particularly, ‘to the stupendous works execu- 
ted by the ancients, principally the Romans, asd by ihe European 
nations, the committee will confine their enquiry to internal im- 
provements upon our own continent. The resalt of such examina- 
tion will show the prosperity of the different States of our confed- 
eracy to be in proportion to the time to which they began to extend 


their views to public works, and to improve by Turnpikes, Canals. 


and Rail Reads, their natural means. of conveyance and inter-

New York, by her maritime situation, received more goods than

anternal improvements, that, asthe committee are informed, large 
sums have been paid that State as a bonus for incorporating Canal 
and Rail Road companies, in which she is also a stockholder to a 
great amount, ie b. . k 
Pennsylvania, proceeding slowly, but being perfectly satisfied 
that publie works were the only means to export with advantage 


` the produce of her fertile soil and her inexhaustible beds. of coal, 


sent an engineer to Europe; and, haying collected all the necessary 
information, extended her improvements beyond the limits of: her 
méans, but her constant and industrious perseverance will be.soon 
rewarded. i ` i 

- The enterprising population of Maryland, following such a-noble 
example. is engaged in completing a work which will surpass all 
that. has been done to the present day;—and itis worthy of remark, 
as the committee are informed, that some part of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Rail Read passing through a solid bed of granite to the 
depth of ‘sixty feet; had cost twenty thousand dollars per mile; and 
yet the prospect of a profitable investment of capital in that-work 
is so flattering that a large dividend is already given for that which 
is. now completed. es - 

South Carolina next taking the field, without shortening the dis- 
tance, gains much time in the construction of the rail road from 
Charleston to Hamburg; and by a wonderful rapidity of transpor- 
tation, receives an immense number of bales of cotton, and ‘returns 
the goods in exchange in half the time that orders could be for- 
warded by mail on the reute travelled previous to the construction 
of that work. By this conveyance and water communication from 
Charleston, Augustain Georgia is less than five days travel ta New 
York. 

The Petersburg rail road evinces; that Virginia is no longer 
slumbering, butis alive to the interest of her sons. 

North Carolina, too, is treading in the same path. Our neigh- 
boring States are more‘or less engaged in attempting to turn. to 
their adyantage the wonderful discoveries of the age. ` 

Tennessee has made but little progress in this great work. She 
oceupies an inland situation—shut up by other States from foreign 
and maritime intercourse, itis the main read for southern and west- 
ern emigration. ` She depends principally upon travellers for the 
consumption of ihe surplus of her products—happy if: she ean ob- 
tain one dollar for a barrel of cərn—when, if the same grain had 
passed our. borders at many markets, it would bring from forty to 
sixty cents per bushel; so with respect to flour and dther articles-of 
export. Itis true, by water eommunication we are’ enabled, at pe- 
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riddical seasons of the-year, toreach a market beyond the:borders 
of our ;State. These voyages dre, however, invariably attended 
' with mich expense;:and, owing to the obstructions to navigation, 
with the risk of life and property. Such communications, by ere- 


ating too sudden and extensive competition, produce sometimes a 


‘supply greater. than the demand; and consequently, the product 
sustains a diminution of-price. By such a contingency, added to 
the expehse of transportation, “industry is discouraged, and enter- 
prize paralized, for want of a'‘reasonable reward for exertion.” 


The meanders of the principal water courses in the State of Ten- aA 


nessee compel the steamboats tò follow a tedious voyage, practicable 
only six months in the year, and te arrive at aseapart, which is of 
itself of a difficult approach‘after a dangerous-and long navigation 
‘in the Bahamas and Florida Reefs. What immense economy of 
time would be attained—how much would our commercial houses 
be enriched—how. much would the agricultural and manufacturing 
interest of Middle Tennessee and the Western District be enhanced, 
if a rail road from.Nashville to Memphis would epen an incessant 
intercourse between-Nashville and New Orleans? Andif, below 
New Orleans, “the same facility of conveyance is opened, all the 
difficulties of the dangerous, navigation of the Gulf would be re- 
moved—and then Tennessee from Nashville would be within six 
days’ journey of the Atlantic, not only for travellers, but for the 
most heavy burden of any deseription, as iron, coal, tobacco, &e. 

If we turn our eyes tothe eastern part. of the State, we behold 
in East Tennessee a country abounding in mineral treasure, possess- 
ing abundant water power, with eligible sites for the erection of 
every useful machinery—from whence a supply of the indispensa- 
ble article of iron could be furnished equal to the consumption of 
the western country. ` No climate or soil is more congenial to the 
production of wheat or stock; but ‘‘the natural obstructions which 
impede her intercourse withthe various sections of thé country in 
which a profitable market for her productions could be found,” 
and the want of means to remove them, have damped the energy 
and enterprize of her citizens. 

By the agency of the State government, these obstructions can 
be surmounted, means precured’ by which the eéntemplated rail 
road from Augusta to the Paint Rock in North Carolina could be 
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extended'from our State line to the highest point of steambo =, 
Wigation onthe French Broad in Tennessee,~and the obstructions . 
removed of that river, the Holston and Tennessee, as far at least as ` 


the crossing of the ‘Tennessee river of the proposed rail read from 

Nashville to Memphis. l i ; 
Lateral branches may be extended from this great thoroughfare 

to the head of steamboat navigation-on Sandy river in Kentucky 

through Western Virginia, conrprising a distance of not more than 

one hundred and fifty miles of land portage; also, to the highest 

point of navigation on the Coosa river in Alabama—thereby ¢on-

centrating dme intercourse between the southern, westéri,

terior, abundantly rewarding the husbandman for his toil. 

In the completion of such noble and magnificent works, would. 
not the people of Tennessee rejaice—not only i in view of the adyan- 
tages enumerated, but because of the promotion thereby of greater ` 
community of interest, sentiment and feeling in her common fami-- 
ly? Would not the event be hailed as a glorious èra in her nation- 
al prosperity? Then, indeed, would her military prowess in defence 
of her country be rivalled by cher civie honors. 

‘Shall Tennessee, in view of the result of such judicious efforts—. 
the increase of revenue for the State, and wealth for the communi- 
ty—population incessanily augmenting—cities enlarging to an as- 
tonishing extent, and villages growing every where—shall she falter 
on the way, and refuse to “remove the obstruetions of nature by 
the aid of art—shall she still exhibit to the world a listless apathy 
and torpor, alike dishonorable to her character as a State, and ru- 
inous to the best interests of her citizens?” Her natural situation, 
soil and gifts should no longer be shaded by the darkness of her.fo- 
rests. It is time to substitute straight and large avenues for the 
windings of the Indian path and the trail of the hunter. 

The comalico would, therefore, in Lhe language of the memori- 
al, recommend ‘‘w ithout further delay, the commencement of a, ju- 
dicious, energetic and permanent system.of internal improvements, 
which they hope hereafter to see prosecuted with a zeal and energy. 
commensurate with the resourees of the State, so far as they can 
be brought into operation without oppression to the people. They 
would respectfully suggest that the first and perhaps only steps 
which ean at this time be adopted,” and the one which is first pur- 
sued by other States who havc embarked in éimilar undertakings, 
is ihe appointment of a Board of Publie Works and an Engineer tor 
the State, with such appropriation as will compensate them for 
their services in examining and sury eying routes for roads, and exa- 
mining and suggesting improvements in the internal nampanan of 
the Staie.

$23,330 804, and that the disbursements, including ‘Treasurer’s com- 
pensation, amount to $33,748 854; leaving a balance in favor of the 
Treasurer of $423 05. It will also appear by reference to said state- 
ment, that there is $314 +74 of judgments not collected, which will 
constitute a charge against the Treasurer in the next settlement of his 
accounts. 

The statement marked B, appended to the report, exhibits the state 
of the Treasury in the Western District for the years 1831 and 1832; 
from which it appears thatthe balance in the hands of the Treasurer, 
after paying all demands upon him, amount to $15,428 65, for which 
sum he has produced the receipt of the Treasurer of West Tennessee. 

The statement marked C, exhibits the state of the Treasury in West 
Tennessee for the years 1831 and 1832; from which it appears that 
there is $13,143 89 in the hands of said Treasurer, being the balance 
of the revenue of the state unappropriated.

The Secretary of State respectfully states to your honorable 
body; that at the last session of the Legislature an act passed direct- 
ing him to purchase of Rhea’s map of Tennessee a number suffi- 
cient to furnish one to each of the Colleges in East Tennessee, one 
to the Nashville University, andone to each of the incorporated 
academies in this State. And by the same act the sum of six hun- 
dred dollars was appropriated to be paid out of the State Bank for 
the purpose of making the purchase and paying the expense of dis- 
tribution. Eighty maps have been purchased at six dollars and 
twenty five cents, making five hundréd dollars, and one hundred 
dollars have been paid for distributing the maps to the several col- 
leges and academies, making six hundred dollars, the amount’of 
the appropriation. In making the distribution the contractor was 
directed to deliver one to each of the collegesin East‘Tennessee, one 
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to the Nashville University, and one to an academy in each county, 
making sixty six, leaving fourteen maps io be distributed among 
the several States. As the number was not sufficient to furnish 
each State. with a map, and the cost of package for safe transpor- 
tation would be considerable, it was thought advisable to retain 
them in the-office for further instructions from the Legislature. 
Recently the publisher has proposed to furnish the maps for the 

States in portable form, which can be safely forwarded by mail, and — 
dispense with the cost of package. 

` [beg leave further to state to your honorable body that some de- 
Jay has been occasioned in the delivery of the maps to the colleges 
and academies, but it was necessary in order to make an economi- 
cal contraet for the. distribution, and about $200 have been saved to

Mr Littlefield moved to amend the bill appropriating $500 to the © 
survey of a railroad from Jackson to the Mississippi river, by adding 
thereto a section appropriating a like sum for the survey of a rail road 
from Columbia to the Tennessee river. Said amendment being accept- 
ed, and the bill being upon its last reading, several insisting messages 
were sent to the house of representatives, who as often refused a con- 
currence. Mr Littlefield then moved the appointment of a committee 
of conference, which prevailing, the speaker appointed Messrs Little- 
field, Wyly and Yerger to be of said committee on the part of the sen- 
ate. And the house of representatives being notified thereof, they non- 
concurred with the proposition. The senate then receded from their 
proposition.
